Mayor Woodward Responds 

to City-Wide Demand for 
Protection From’ Conta- 
gious Disease. 


ALL EMERGENCY CASES 
WILL NOW BE TREATED 


Mayor and Council Realize 
Necessity of Hospital, and 
Will Probably Appropriate 
$10,000 in Near Future. 


Impressed by the fact that Atlanta's 
health ie menaced by a lack of facili- 
ties for caring for negro patients in- 
fected with contagious diseases, Mayor 
James G. Woodward yesterday re- 
sponded to the city-wide demand for 
a hospital by directing City Health Of- 
ficer J. P. Kennedy to establish a tem- 
porary hospital on Fort street, near 
Decatur. 

With about $500, which Mayor 
Woodward says he will have passed up 
by council, Health Officer Kennedy de- 
clares that he will be able to equip 
the hospital and make it a suitable 
place for the care of between twelve 
and sixteen patients. 

Immediately after Mayor Woodward 
pointed out the building to the health 
officers, Chief Clerk Graham West, in 
the comptroller’s department, issued 
warrants for the purchase of eight 
beds and other equipment. Dr. Kenne- 
dy will designate a nurse to take 
charge of the hospital just as soon as 
some minor repairs are made. 

Indorses Constttation’s Stand. 

Mayor Woodward says that too lit- 

tle attention has been given to living 


conditions of the people, particularly 
the negroes, and he took occasion to 
indorse The Constitution’s demand for 
the establishment of a hospital. 

“Tt’s a shame that a contagious dis- 
ease hospital for negroes has not been 
provided for sooner,” the mayor com- 
mented. “But the income of the oity 
is limited and this sort of projects 
cannot be carried out in a day. 

“T dare say that the living condi- 
tions of negroes in Atlante are not as 
good as they should be, but I'll ven- 
ture ‘that they are not any note 
than-seme.of the otper cities, The 
death rate proves that,” 

Scores.of persons have joined in with 
THe Constitution in 
hospital for contagious diseases. There 
is such an Institution for the care of 
white patients, but the negroes have 
been entirely ignored, with the result 
that many cases similar to the case 
of Susie Davis, cook at the Lambert 
home, have forced themselves on the 
attention of the health authorities, 
who have been unable to cope with 
the situation... 

Case Has Stirred City. 

That the exposure of the Susie Davis 
case has stirred the city and the think- 
ing men of the city administration is 
evidenced by the fact that Mayor 
Woodward personally joined with this 
paper and immediately solved the most 
serious problem confronting the health 
authorities by instructing Dr. Kenne- 
dy to establish a temporary hospital. 

To The Constitution, Dr. Kennedy 
explained Wednesday that the mayor’s 
action greatly relieved the situation. 
#He said that the house in Fort street 
can be made into a comfortable hos- 
pital to take care of at least a dozen 
patients at one time. 

“T have ordered that eight beds be 
installed immediately,’’ Dr. Kennedy 
said, “and just as soon as thc build- 
ing is ready for occupancy the board 
will place a competent nurse in charge. 

“T consider the location as ideal for 
the reason that it is within easy reach 
of the Grady hospital and is coffvenient 
to physicians. 

“We are now in a position to take 
care of any emergency cases which 
come to our attention.” 

According to Dr. Kennedy, the tem- 
porary hospital will be in operation 
within less than a week. 

House Owned by City. 

The house selected by Mayor Wood- 
ward for the temporary. hospital is 
owned by the city. It is on the site 
purchased by the city for the erection 
of the stockade. 

Mayor Woodward and members of 
council agree that the city should have 

_® first-class hospital for the care of 
contagious disease patients, and as the 
result of the demand for such an in- 
stitution it is very probable that some 
action will be taken to have a build- 
ing erected within the next year. 

Dr. Claude Smith, city bacteriolo- 
gist, says that the city can start by 
building a hospital of one unit which 
will cost less than $10,000, and ex- 
plains that the great good which will 
result will be worth ten times the 
amount the city spends.

Senate Decides, 32 to 31, 


Not to Seat Alabamian. 


Change of Senator Clapp 
Is Undoing of Glass. 


Washington, February 4.—By a ma- 
jority of one vote—32 to 31—Frank P. 
Glass, of Alabama, editor of The Bir- 
mingham News, late today lost his 


fight for a seat in the United States | 


senate. The vote sustained the rec- 
ommendation of the committee on priv- 
ileges and elections, which held that 
Mr. Glass was not entitled to be seat- 
ed because his appointment by Gov- 
ernor O’Neal to succeed the late Sena- 
tor Joseph F. Johnston was made after 
the seventeenth constitutional amend- 
ment directing election of senators by 
the people had been proclaimed in full 
effect. 

Spirited, and at times bitter, debate 
marked the close of the case, the sec- 
ond which the senate has settled in- 
volving interpretation of the constitu- 
tional amendment. Senator Blair Lee, 
of Maryland, who was seated a few 
days ago on recommendation of the 
elections committee, made his maiden 
epeech in favor of Mr. Glass and later 
cast his vote for him. 

Narrow Margin Caused Surprise. 

In the face of determined opposition 
from the majority members of the 
committee, headed by Senator Kern, 
the champion of the Alabamian,.pro- 
ceeding from a forlorn hope, made re- 
markable progress in gaining votes 
and the narrow margin by which they 
lost the fight created great surprise. 

That Governor O’Neal’s appointee 
‘hed teén gaining strength steadily in 
the last-few days had been apparent, 
but that he would come so close te 
success had not been contemplated by 
the opposition until the last hours of 
the controversy. Then it was that Sen- 
ator Walsh, of Montana, who wrote 
the majority report, in a closing plea 
appealed to his colleagues to cast.aside 
personal esteem and friendship and 
to consider the case from a legal 
standpoint, only to realize that they 
were making history and that a prece- 
dent might be established upon which 
the will of the people might be over- 
turned in future emergencies. 

Eight Democrats Against Glass. 

In spite of the committee’s report, 
only eight democrats voted to deny 
Mr. Glass his seat. They were: 

Senators Kern, Hitchcock, Johnson, 
Lane, Pomerene, Shiveley, Thompson 
and Walsh. 

Four republicans, Bradley, Fall, Per- 
kins and Stephenson, voted with the 
minority. 

Senator Clapp, of Minnesota, who 
had signed the minority report favor- 
ing Mr. Glass, proved evehtually to be 
the undoing of the Alabama appointee. 
Senator Clapp previously had _  an- 
nounced that he would vote to seat 
Mr. Glass, but late today, in a brief 
speech, he declared that he had be- 


come convinced that his original in- 
terpretation of the case had been er- 
roneous. 

Some bitterness entered into the de- 
bate, Senator Bristow arousing sup- 
porters of Mr. Glass when he declared 
that it would be an outrage on the 
people to receive the Alabaman. 
Senator Bristow’ further asserted: 

“If the vote had been taken before 
this day the majority against Mr. 
Glass would have been two to one. It 
will be interesting to watch how cer- 
tain senators vote today.” 

This remark angered Senator Mark 
Smith, of Arizona, who assailed the 
Kansas senator for ‘continually’ as- 
serting his suspicion of his colleagues

tor La Follette, who had been ill at 
his home, reached the senate chamber. 
His appearance first gave the Glass 
supporters some hope, but when his 
name was called he yoted for the ma- 
jority report.

ALL CAMPS WILL 
BE INVESTIGATED 


One Guard Indicted and 
Four Suspended — Grand 
Jury Probe Will Be Con- 


tinued.

The grand jury, under the foreman- 
ship of Alfred Newell, which on Wed- 
nesday indicted Edward Tyree, boss at 
the Weiuca convict camp, on two 
charges of assault and battery, for 
whipping negro convicts, in violation of 
the state prison commission rules, will, 
on Friday, take up the alleged viola- 
tions of. disciplinary rules as applied to 
Luck camp, relying for their informa- 
tion upon -the testimony of convicts 
who alleged they were maltreated. 

That the process of weeding out, by 
indictment, the undesirable guards em- 
ployed at the various county Camps, 
will not cease until every camp within 
the confines of Fulton cpunty has been 
thoroughly probed, was the announced 
decision of, the grand jurors on 
Wednesday afternoon shortly after they 
adjourned. 

The probe of Wdnesday, which was 
confined to the Weiuca camp, situated 
in the eastern portion of the county 
and built within the last two years, de- 
veloped the fact, as stated in The Con- 
stitution of Wednesday morning, that 
too mruch authority had been taken 
by under-guards at the various county 
camps in the matter of administering 
beatings to convicts in violation of 
rules laid down by the prison commis- 
sion. 

Blames Investigators. 

“The responsibility for these beat- 
ings,” stated Tull C. Waters, chairman 
of the county commissioners’ board, on 
Wednesday, “is due largely to the more 
or less perfunctory manner in which 
the state prison investigators made 
their trips of inspection to the various 
camps. If these inspectors had come 
jn closer touch with the convicts them- 
selves, half of this investigation would 
have been unnecessary.” 

The investigation, resulting in Camp 
Boss Ed Tyree’s indictment was adduced 
from seven negro convicts brought be- 
fore the grand jurors at the request of 
the foreman of the body. The negro 
prisoners were questioned closely on 
Tuesday afternoon by the state prison 
commission, but, much to their surprise, 
on Wednesday, it was learned that the 
county institution committee of the 
grand jury had already visited the 
Weliuca camp, interviewed prisoners 
and gathered together a mass of evi- 
dence upon which they relied for their 
information during the probe of Wed- 
nesday forenoon and afternoon.

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DR. AKED IS CHASED 
BY HERESY HUNTERS 


Noted Preacher Rejects Vir- 
gin Birth and Four Presby- 
terians Voice a Demand for 
Him to Retire. 


San Francisco, February 4.—Dr. 
Charles F. Aked, president by unani- 
mous election, of the Church Federa- 
tion of San Francisco, said today that if 
there was dissatisfaction of even 1 
per cent of the membership because 
of his incumbency he would resign. He 
is pastor of the First Congregational 
church. 

Dr. Aked took this postition after +a 

letter had been received at a meeting 
of the federation yesterday, signed by 
four Presbyterian ministérs, calling 
for his resignation because of his dec- 
laration of unbelief in the doctrine of 
the virgin birth. The four min- 
isters, it developed today, sought the 
indorsement of the San Francisco pres- 
bytery for their action, and did not 
get it. They, therefore, proceeded to 
act for themselves in the matter, and 
it appeared today they probably would 
make their point. 
“Protestantism is not so strong in 
San Francisco that I should be willing 
to weaken it, even for a time,” Dr. 
Aked said. “If the church federation 
does not wish unanimously my serv- 
ices I have no wish to serve.” 

In his sermon from the pulpit of 

Comic Side, Says Dr. Aked. 

“The whole thing has a comic side,” 
said Dr. Aked, “as I understand it, the 
thing these brethren object to is my 
theories of the birth of Jesus. 

“In June, 1909, as pastor of the Fifth 
Avenue Baptist church in New York, I 
preached a sermon justifying the New 
York presbytery in admitting to the 
ministry several members of the Union 
Theological seminary who hold exact- 
ly the same views that I preached last 
Sunday—views to which objection is 
raised. 

“At the time I protested a heresy 
hearing then in progress against Dr. 
Foster, of the University of Chicago. 
The desire was to have John D. Rocke- 
feller aid in ousting Dr. Foster, and 
Mr. Rockefeller came éspecially to hear 
my sermon. 

“I predicted that Mr. Rockefeller 
would not earmark his money by sup- 
porting any section of a denomination 
in a doctrinal controversy and the next 
morning he sent a telegram to that 
effect to Chicago.

ARMS FOR THE REBELS 
. GOING OVER THE BORDER 


El Paso, Texas, February 4.—An ex- 
press wagon trundied across the in- 
ternational bridge from El Paso to 
Juarez today with the first load of 
munitions of war permitted to cross 
to the rebels under President Wilson's 
proclamation lifting the embargo. 

The wagon contained 37,000 rounds 
of ammunition and 70 rifles, repre- 
senting the entire stock of a local 
dealer; but large quantities of fighting 
weapons have been ordered by rebel 
agents, and soon are to be shipped 
south for the rebel attack on Torreon. 
Orders to permit the passage of arms 
to the Mexican belligerents were re- 
ceived by both the United States army 
and customs officials. The order came 
so suddenly that rebel leaders at 
Juarez were unprepared for it, for, 
they said, had they been prepared, 
large supplies would have been held in 
readiness on the American side. It 
was. said the next few weeks will 
witness shipments to Juarez as rapid- 
ly as carloads can be brought te El 
Paso.

“It was known that European and 
Japanese factories were turning out 
war materials for the Mexican govern- 
ment. Similar establishments in: the 
United States were dissatisfied and 
brought pressure to bear on the gov- 
ernment at Washington to put an end 
to the embargo and not block their 
business. 

“The humanitarianism of President 
Wilson has been ut aside to make 
way for mercantilism. The worthy 
yankee believes that everything in life 
should be reduced to dollars and cents.

ALL FRUITS OF VICTORY 


Chihuahua, Mexico, February 4.—The 
first skirmish between federal troops 
protecting’ Torreon and the rebel army 
advancing on that city resulted in a 
withdrawal of the rebel forces. - 
tails of the skirmish reached here to- 
day. The fight was in the mountain 
pass of Puerta De Lacadena, about 30 
miles from Mapimi, and northwest from 


Rebel troops under General Urbina 
were guarding the pass when they were 
attacked by a federal force from Mapi- 
mi. <A brief fight resulted in the re- 
bels’ retreat, to the main rebel advance 
guare north of Mapimi. General Ur- 
ina was attempting to hold the pass 
as an approch for rebels from the 
west. he rebels now believe they 
to fight for Mapimi before 
march on Torreon. 

th the arrival of General Francis- 
co Villa from Juarez today, rebel lead- 
ers looked forward to the Torreon 
campaign, although train loads of am- 
munition and rations for men and 
horses have to be shipped forward for 
a week or ten days before anything 
like a general engagement takes place. 

Meantime the rebels are enjoying the 
fruits of recent victories and are en- 
forcing what alleged Huerta sympa- 
thizers call a reign of terror.

BELL SEEKS MORE PAY 
FOR ‘RURAL CARRIERS 


Washington, February 4.—(Special.) 
Representative Bell, of Georgia, se- 
cured the adoption by the house com- 
mittee on postoffices and ost roads 
today of an amendment ixi the 
salaries of free rural delivery carriers 
at $1,150 a year. 

For routes above the standard of 24 
miles an increase of $22.80 per mile 
is allowed, and an increase of 10 per 
cent on all routes less than 24 miles. 
Mr. Bell urged a $1,200 salary for the 
carriers and secured an amendment to 
the last bill making the salary $1,150, 
but this went out on a point of order 
made by Representative Fitzgerald, of 
New York, chairman of the appropria- 
tions committee. 

Mr. Bell also secured the adoption 
of an amendment to the postal regu- 
lations which will admit to the mails 
at parcel rates, seeds, bulbs, cuttings 
shrubs and scions. This is expecte 
to be of tremendous advantage to the 
farmers everywhere. The rates on 
these apescled when sent through the 
mails, have heretofore been prohibi- 
tive. They can be handled cheaply 
and promptly by the rural carrier 
when the new regulation becomes ef- 
fective.

ARE FINED AND JAILED 


One of the Culprits a Former 
Congressman--Jail Sentence 
Is Suspended. 


New York, February 4—Lucius N. 
Littauer, a former member of congress, 
and his brother, William, were fined 
$1,000 each and sentenced to six months 
in jail today for smuggling. 

The court, however, suspended sen- 
tence [n the matter of the jail penalty. 

The brothers were arraigned in the 
federal district court before Judge 
Thomas, having pleaded guilty yes- 
terday to two indictments charging 
smuggling and conspiracy to defraud. 
They had admitted bringing into this 
country; without paying duty, valuable 
jewels purchased in Venice and intend- 
ed for gifts for William Littauers wife. 

United States District Attorney Mar- 
shall, at the time of the plea, urged 
that the full penalty of the llaw be 
imposed and pointed out that the Lit- 
tauers, as glove manufacturers, had 
benefited by the protective tariff. 

Judge Scores Ex-Congressman.

He explained, however, that he had not 
found it the custom in this district to 
inflict such penalties. He severely 
criticised both defendants and said that

“If any distinction is to be made, 
conttinued Judge Thomas, “it appeals 
to me that it shoud be in favor of an 
uneducated person. For an ex-con- 
gressman so far to forget his oath, 
taken five times, and BROW Ing s0 well 
the provisions of the laws he elped to 
frame, seems to me incomprehensible. 

“In cases like this the humiliation 
may be punishment enough for the in- 
dividual, but it will not serve for oth- 
ers similarly inclined. A money pen- 
alty is no punishment at all for those 
well able to pay and a travesty on 


ustice.” 

‘ Judge Thomas added that the fact 
that defendants had pleaded guilty and 
made full restitution by @yin the 
government $14,000 and also the ill 
health of Lucius Littauer had been tak- 
en into consideration in dealing with 
them. 

Smuggled Diamond Tiara. 


The article of jewelry smuggled ir 
and concealed by the Littauers was a 
diamond and pearl tiara, for which 
they paid $5,800 abroad, but which was 
worth considerably more here. There 
counsel contended that the tiara might 
be classed as an antique and therefore 
entitled to free entry. 

In announcing sentence, however, 
Judge Thomas said that the defendants 
did not declare the tiara aS an an- 
tique when it was entered and that 
their failure to do so was proof of 
wrong intentions. ; 

The penalties were equally divided 
between the two offenses, $500 fine 
and three months’ imprisonment being 
imposed under each indictment. The 
fines were promptly paid. 

Both the Littauers exhibited great 
agitation during Judge Thomas’ speech 
and when the prison sentencé was an- 
nounced, Lucius clutched the table for 
support. Judge Thomas said he had 
received many letters from prominent 
men pointing out the high standing of 
the defendants and urging clemency. 

The Littauers were paroled in the 
custody of their counsel. The stay 
of sentence means that the court will 
watch their conduct for five years and 
the jail penalty will hang over them 
during that time. 


COMPANY PAYS MINERS 
FOR GOING ON STRIKE

Extraordinary Settlement 
Won by One Thousand 
Arkansas Laborers. 


Fort Smith, Ark., February 4.—An- 
nouncement was made tonight that 
differences between the Central Coal 
and Coke Co., of Kansas City, and 1,000 
miners employed by the company at 
Huntington, Bonanza and Hartford, 
Ark., who went on strike last week, 
have been adjusted, and that the men 
will return to work tomorrow. 

The strike was called last Wednes- 
day, officials of the United Mine Work- 
ers alleging that the company had 
refused to abide by a decision of the 
district arbitrators awarding $1,000 to 
four men who charged that they had 
been discriminated against in not be- 
ing given employment. 

It is stated that the company has 
agreed to pay over this sum as well 
as $1 a day to eacn of the men in- 
volved in the strike for the time they 
have been idle, a total of approxi- 
mately $8,000. 

According to an agreement between 
the mine operators and the miners’ 
union all disputes are submitted to 
arbitrators, whose decision is final. 


HOWARD WOULD BAR 
WATERED SECURITIES 


Washington, February 4.—(Special.) 
Legislation which will prevent the is- 
suance of watered securities in fu- 
ture and protect the investing public 
was proposed today by Representative 
William sSohley Howard, of Georgia. 
His bill amplifies the bill of Repre- 
sentative Simms, of Tennessee, but 
carries it further and will, no doubt, 
receive considerable attention as part 
of the administration’s anti-trust pro- 
gram. Mr. Simms immediately accept- 
ed the amendment. The approval of 
the interstate commerce commission 
is required for all issuance of stock 
and bonds by corporations subject to 
ite jurisdiction, and the Howard bill 
rovides that before this approval shall 
e given the trust agreement must 
provide for a sinking fund. 

“If a railroad corporation engaged 
in interstate commerce wishes to issue 
$1,000,000 of twenty-year bonds under 
this bill,” Mr. Howard explained, “‘it 
must provide for setting aside each 
year $50,000 plus interest to retire 
the bonds when due.

New York, February 4.—Joseph Cas- 
sidy, former democratic boss of Queens 
county, and William Willett, a former 
congressman, were sentenced today to 
serve a year and six months in Sing 
Sing prison and to pay $1,000 fine. 

Louis T. Walter, a politician, was 
sentenced to three months and fined 
$1,000. Willett was convicted of pay- 
ing a bribe to Cassidy for a supreme 
court nomination. Walter was the al- 
leged go-between. 

Counsel for the three defendants said 
that they would apply some time to- 
day for an order to show cause why 
a certificate of reasonable doubt should 
not be issued. This application would 


serve automatically as a er of sen- 
tence. Other preparations, they said, 
had been made for an appeal. 


Cassidy Defends Bosses. 


Should the sentence stand, the 
greatest length of time Cassidy and 
Willett would have to serve is a year 
and six months, but by good behavior 
cre might shorten their terms to a 
year. 

Before being sentenced Cassidy said 
to the court: 

“Il stand here without fear because 
Ef am not guilty. I have committed 
no crime. As a boss, every man I ever 
elevated to position has filled that po- 
Sition with credit.

I don't 
fsay this to influence you on my be- 
half, because I have no fear. I believe 
the jury that convicted me did not 
do so on the evidence submitted, but 
on the summing up of the district at- 
torney. 

“Politics was merely a hobby with 
me. Politics is the greatest charity 
in the world. The wrong impression 
prevails about political bosses, but 
can tell you from experience that a 
boss always feels his responsibility.”

“WANAMARER FLYER” 
WILL CROSS THE OCEAN 


Contract Let for Airship That 
Will Make Voyage in 
Fifteen Hours. 


New York, February 4.—To cross 
the Atlantic in from 12 to 15 hours 
without alighting is the task set for a 
“flying boat” for which Rodman Wan- 
amaker has let the contract, according 
to correspondence published here to- 
night by Alan R. Hawley, president of 
the Aero Club of America, of which 
organization Mr. Wanamaker is a mem- 
ber. In a letter to Mr. Hawley, Mr. 
Wanamaker says the purpose of the 
undertaking is to make “a purely sci- 
entific test’”’ of aeronautics and to pro- 
vide an argument for world peace inso- 
far as the success of the craft would 
show that dreadnoughts might be fu- 
tile in the future. 

The “Wanamaker flyer” will resem- 
ble a Hydro-aeroplane, but a tractor 
screw in front of the machine will be 
used instead of the usual propeller. 
Its hull will be of torpedo or stream- 
line shape A motor of 200 horsepower 
will be used. The wings of the craft 
will have a spread of about.

He shows the lurking menace of diph- 
theritic, tuberculous, fevered negroes going 
from congested negro homes into, sanitary 
white homes. 

He shows our vaunted white sanitary 
precautions to be a tragic joke. 

He says that where the negro recog- 
nizes the danger of his infection his poverty 
drives him to hide it—and spread it among 
the whites.

simony, indifference and ignorance which 
has heretofore tied the hands of other coun- 
cils.

In this connection there is definite hope. 
Aroused by the exposure of The Constitu- 
tion, Mayor Woodward. Chairman of the 
Board of Health Quillian and Health Officer 
Kennedy have instituted energetic investi- 
gation looking toward relief. The report 
now is that they will recommend the imme- 
diate establishment of a hospital for negro 
contagious diseases. For this they are to be 
heartily commended. It is a far step in the 
right direction. Inspired by this evidence of 
‘progress and awakening, there is no reason 
why within a short time the municipal ma- 
chinery should not be so aroused as to meet 
the issue and settle the problem. 

Carter’s contentions in this wise are vindi- 
cated by statements published elsewhere 
from Dr. W. E. Quillian, chairman of the city 
board of health, and Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city 
health officer. 

Both these officials say they have asked 
the city almost upon their knees for appro- 
priations sufficient to fight contagious dis- 
ease. Even with regard to smallpox they 
have secured action with the utmost diffi- 
culty. As for getting results with regard 
to sanitary conditions generally, it has been 
like pulling eye-teeth. 

These two physicians and experts say 
that if they are given sufficient funds they 
can cut contagious disease in Atlanta 50 
per cent. Under the same principle, they

Will the women of Atlanta let the men 
of Atlanta be accessories before the fact, 
through parsimony and apathy, to the death 
rate of their children from preventable dis- 
eases; diseases that ignore the color line 
and come into our homes in the guise of 
innocent domestic service? 


7HIS FROM A STRANGER. 

A prominent American, who shows that 
his philanthropic instincts are practical and 
as wide as humanity, has written The Con- 
stitution an extraordinary letter, published 
elsewhere, 

A non-resident of Atlanta—merely “pass- 
ing through”—with none other than altru- 
istic interest in the city, he— 

Sends his personal check for $500 to be 
applied to this city’s fight against prevent- 
able disease by caring for black as well as 
white germs. 

He was led to that action by The Con- 
stitution’s determined exposure of the man- 
ner in which disease germs cross the race 
line in Atlanta; of the manner in which 
babies and adults are needlessly exposed by 
municipal parsimony. 

At his request we withhold his name for 
the time, vouching for his identity. 

If a visitor can manifest this concern 
over our neglected health status, with what 
shame should Atlanta itself address her ef- 
forts to the cause of relief! 

Not often are wealthy men so stirred by 
situations as to open their purses to take 
over work which is essentially and unavoid- 
ably the first obligation of every municipal- 
ity—the preservation of health. 


THE ONLY ALTERNATIVE. 

In lifting the embargo against the ship- 
ping of arms and ammunition into Mexico, 
President Wilson has taken the one alter- 
native offering against intervention. It is 
by no means convincing that eventual solu- 
tion of the problem will follow the presi- 
dent’s action. He has at least placed him- 
self and his country in an irreproachable 
position before Mexico and the world. 

From the first moment of the disaffec- 
tion against Porfirio Diaz the -policy of the 
United States has been that of non-interfer- 
ence with the affairs of an assumedly 
friendly and independent neighboring coun- 
try. Under Taft and Wilson that policy was 
steadily maintained until the peace and dig- 
nity of this nation and the integrity of the 
Monroe doctrine became imperilled. It was 
only under the spur of compulsion that the 
United States has made anything resembling 
an overt move against Mexico. 

The time now has-arrived when action 
that is in one way or the other decisive must 
be taken. We have, and justly, decreed the 
elimination of Huerta. But if this mandate 
is to militate in the direction of peace it 
must be supplemented by a program ‘that is 
positive no less than negative. We now tell 
the Mexicans that they can proceed to fight 
out: their differences upon a plane of exact 
equality, observing only the rules of recog- 
nized neutrality. We place arms in the 
hands of Huerta’s foes, that they may not be 
at a disadvantage. But when Huerta falls, 
as fall he will, what is going to happen? 
As yet none of the leaders opposed to him 
have given final evidence of fitness to pacify 
the country. If Huerta is crushed, only to 


weakly ineffectual, what guarantee exists 
that anarchy will not perpetuate itself indefi- 
nitely in Mexico? 

These are the questions that confront the 
administration with increasing gravity. Mr. 
Wilson has taken the one path that gives 
plausible promise of amicable solution. As 
for the rest, we can only, to quote his own 
phrase, rely upon a policy of “watchful 
waiting.” 7

TO ASSIST THE FIGHT 
AGAINST CONTAGION 


Vividly impressed by The Constitution's 
story of how preventable disease crosses the 
race line in Atlanta, a non-resident of At- 
lanta has, unsolicited, sent The Constitu- 
tion his personal check for $500 to be applied 
to permanent relief. 

For reasons satisfactory to himself, this 
generous philanthropist requires that his 
name be withheld, at least for the present. 

The Letter. 

If an individual with none. but a humani- 
tarian interest in Atlanta can exhibit this 
practical evidence in the welfare of its 
health, to what extent should his action put 
the people of Atlanta upon their mettle? 

The letter conveying his gift and the 
inspiration for it follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., February 4, 1914.

Dear Sir: I am enclosing herewith The 
Constitution’s check for $500, the same cov- 
ering a check for a similar amount sent to 
The Constitution as a donation towards such 
a fund as the city may see fit to apply for 
the building of a hospital or a ward for the 
care of negroes with such contagious dis- 
eases as are not now provided for by the 
city. I would indorse to the city the original 
check direct, but the donor makes specific 
point that his name is not to be mentioned, 
at least for the present, in connection with 
the gift. 

I feel that it is not necessary for me to 
impress upon you, and the council, the very 
great importance of taking action upon the 
line of this suggestion, and I believe that the 
showing made by the officers of the board 
of health in connection with the very appar- 
ent inadequacy of the provisions now made 
by the city for the care and isolation of 
contagious diseases among a very large ele- 
ment of our population will appeal to you 
and the council as being not only worthier 
of your immediate attention, but as primarily 


demanding some action that will relieve the 


menace of existing conditions. 

Later on, I will be glad to furnish you 
with the name of the dondr of this very 
liberal contribution. He is not a citizen of 
Atlanta, but while passing through the city 
was so impressed with the importance of 
action along the line of this suggestion that 
he makes this contribution with the hope 
that it may be of some service in stimulat- 
ing such action as will enable the city to 
meet what is very clearly its obligation to 
provide against what he terms “all prevent- 


able* loss of human life, and to enable the’ 


people from childhood to old age to. live 
under sanitary conditions, alike as to their 
food supply and their surroundings.”

| NEGRO MINISTER TELLS OF DANGER 


FROM DISEASE AMONG BLACKS 


AS ONE WHO SPEAKS 
WITH AUTHORITY 


E. R. Carter ts paster of the negre 
Kriendship Baptist church, at the corner 
of West Mitchell and Haynes streets. 
The church was founded nearly forty-four 
years ago. It is one ef the oldest estab- 
lished negro churches in Atlanta. 

Carter has been pastor 32 years. He 
has lived in Atlanta 35 years. He came 
to Atlanta from Athens. Henry Grady 
early indorsed the work of Carter and 
his integrity. Carter is a negro of in- 
telligence. He has visited Europe, tra- 
versed America, is college-bred, but re- 
tains vividly the viewpoint of the ninety 
and nime among the negroes. 

This is because he lives among them. 
His church has a membership of 2,500 
negroes, recruited from the independent 
wpegro and the negro who lives from 
hand to mouth. The church tis the center 
of one of the most congested negro dis- 
tricts of the city. 

It was Carter to whom C. G. Lambert, 
prominent Atlanta business man, as well 
as the city health authorities, turned 
when helpless to find a refuge for a 
diphtheritic negre domestic. The city 
provided no place. They believed he, of 
all negroes, could aid. 

The Constitution has asked Carter for 
a statement about the manner in which 


disease and vice among the negroes men- 
ece the white people ef this community. 

Carter tells the truth. He tells it in 
hiting, sweeping figures that ought to 
put every white father and mother, every 
white citizen of Atlanta, to thinking. 

There is no exaggeration. These facts 
verify themselves to every man and wom- 
ean in Atlanta with five senses and ordi- 
nary intelligence. 


“We have to Keep two separate commu- 
nion sets in my church because of tuber- 
culous negroes. 

“The negro with diphtheria or scarlet 
fever or measles or typhoid fever or tuber- 
culosis, in his or her family, doesn’t tell his 
or her white employer about it. They can't 
afford to. 

“The cook or the washerwoman comes 
into your home, along with them the nurse. 
They bring the germs with them. 

“The negro driver and store hand and 
office ‘boy and negro office girl does the 
same. 

“I Know it, because I know they do the 
same thing in my church. And if they do 
it in my church, they’re going to do it in 
your home. 

“Often a negro man, woman or child 
has a contagious disease for which there 
is no place in Atlanta to send that class 
of our race. 

“The negroes know if they 
case, they’ll have to stop work. 

“They don’t report it. 

“They go on about their business and 
take the disease with them into the white 
homes of Atlanta. 

“Sometimes they ceall in a physician. 

“Oftener they don’t. They dose up on 
‘home’ remedies or patent medicines. 

“Often they spend all they can on the 
patient. They’re not a rich race. Then they 
stop: spending, and the patient dies. Mean- 
while. it is only guesswork as to the num- 
ber of white persons that patient has in- 
fected. 

“White people send their children out 
with negro nurses. How often do they know 
that these nurses do not take these white 
children into infected homes? 

“You talk about the ‘vice problem’ among 
whites. You’ve got a real problem here. 

“Down between Parsons and Fair streets 
in my district, there’s a dumping ground 
with many months’ accumulation of rotting 
refuse. Five hundred people live right 
arvund it. 

“There are scores and scores of earth 
closets throughout the district. Each one 
breeds disease, not only for the negro, but 
for the white family for which the negro 
works.

Where Germs Are Bora. 

“It is a common occurrence,” says Car- 
ter. “for a negro to be taken down with 
a contagious disease, and for people from 
that house to scatter to the white homes 
of Atlanta, regardless. 

“They don't Know better, in the first 
place. They can't help themselves, in the 
second. They've got to live. They depend on 
the daily wage. Even if they knew the 
peril, it isn’t likely they'd report it. In the 
first place, there’s no hospital to which to 
send a negro with contagious trouble. In 
the second, they'd be quarantined, and they 
can't afford to lose even one day's pay. 

“Here’s one reason why the white death 
rate in Atlanta mounts mysteriously from 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, smallpox, tubercu- 
losis, and so on, indefinitely. 


Often Don’t Know. 

“T have known of negroes afflicted with 
smallpox to go forth and mingle with their 
own and white people in blissful ignorance. 

“It is commonplace for the tuberculous 
negro on the street and in the home and 
on the trolley ignorantly to spread his 
infection. 

“The city physicians and the sanitary 
department and the board of health do their 
best. They are tragically handicapped by 
lack of funds and authority. 

“I'm Not Immune.” 

“Sometimes inspectors come to my house 
and say, ‘There's no use for me to return 
here. You comply with sanitary laws per¢ 
fectly.’ 

“Certainly. But I have no protection 
against the ninety and nine among the ne- 
groes who don't comply with sanitary laws. 

“My own arrangements are scrupulous. I 
may contract disease any day from hidden 
svuurces the very opposite of scrupulous. 

“You’re Not Immune.” 

“If that’s the case with me, your white 
population is equally defenseless. 

“You don’t Know what particular set of 
disease demons you're sheltering in your 
servants. 

“When you or your wife or your ehild 
comes down with illness, you wonder. 

“You flatter yourself you've observed 
every precaution. 

“Yes, every one but guarding yourself 
against the germ peril thar menaces in your 
kitchen, your office, your nursery, your 
laundry, your pantry, your streets, your 
trolleys. 

Arrest Them. 


“How are we going to deal with the sit- 
uation, you ask? 

“Make it impossible for negroes to occu- 
py cheap, fearfully insanitary huts, some- 
times five and six in two rooms. Let the 
recorder, if necessary, fine them when they 
do not observe the sanitary laws of the city. 
After that if they still offend, jail: them— 
white or black. The rest will goon learn 
the lesson. 

“Increase your sanitary force. Bstablish 
a hospital for contagious diseases among 
negroes. Broaden the functions and author- 
ity and appropriation of your health de- 
partment. :

“There is no doubt about the fact that | 


the diphtherja case in the home of C. G. Lam- 
bert is a typical case and one that is liable 
to happen in any white home in Atlanta,” 
said Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city health officer, 
yesterday. 

“The board of health has recognized the 
importance of action along this line and has 
time and again recommended it. Under ex- 
isting conditions the city cares for only tu- 
berculosis and smallpox cases among the 
negroes. 

“For such dangerous diseases, however, 
as diphtheria and scarlet fever, the city 
has made no provision for negro patients. 
Thousands of negroes work as domestics in 
the white homes of the city of Atlanta and 
if a case of either diphtheria or scarlet fever 
develops among the negroes in these homes, 
then I am sorry to say it is up to the white 
people living in such homes to make provi- 
sion agcordingly, just as was done in the 
case of Mr. Lambert. I rendered him every 
assistance in my power, spending several 
hours in locating his servant, and we finally 
succeeded in getting quarters in the base- 
ment of the contagious disease hospital for 
the whites. 

“No one recognizes more than the board 
of health, nor more than I do, the necessity 
for immediate action on the part of the 
city to care for just such cases as this one. 
If a case of diphtheria or scarlet fever de- 
velops in any home in the city of Atlanta, 
it is, of course, liable to spread. Any such 
case should be segregated, just as is done in 
the case of white patients, and if the city 
will simply provide the means which wil] 
enable us to do this, the board of health and 
I, as city health officer, will see to it that 
the law is enforced and that the city ig pro- 
tected, just as far as within our power to do 
s0, against the spread of these diseases, 
whether they emanate from among the 
whites or the blacks. 

“And the work is one that should not be 
delayed,” said Dr. Kennedy. “Council should 
take action without further delay to give us 
some place where we can, if necessary, seg- 
gregate cases of scarlet fever and diphtheria 


among the blacks, just as we ca 
among the whites.” . ee

“The emergent necessity for a contagious 
disease hospital for negroes cannot be too 


Strongly stressed,” declared Dr. W. By Quil- 


lian, ehairman of the city board of health, 
yesterday, in commending the appeal that 
the city make some provision for the seg- 
regation of cases of contagious diseases 
amongst the blacks of the city. 

“The seriousness of the situation is no 
new matter to the city board of health. Time 
and again we have called the attention o 
the city government to the very great neces 
sity of making provision for cases of this 
kind, but up to the present our continued 
efforts have met with failure. 

“The sooner the people of Atlanta awe 
to the realization that contagious ge 
draw no color line, and that a case of scarlei 
fever or diphtheria in the family of you’ 
servant is more liable to spread into you 
own household than a case in the family o1 
your next-door neighbor, the better it wil 
be for them. The health board has not only 
taken this position in its various official 
reports, but it has actually pleaded ana en- 
treated with the city for funds with which to 
properly fight contagious diseases among the 
negroes. 

“Our hands have been tied and we have 
experienced the utmost diffieulty in even 
securing the necessary number of inspectors 
to look after the health of the city. wae 
have barely been able to make the city pro- 
vide for even an adequate vaccination. 
Whenever we have asked for money the 
amount has been cut in halt. Andi yet no 
department of the city government needs 
money more urgently. 

“As a practicing physiclan and ag chair- 
man of the city board of health I can guar- 
antee that if the city gets back of. the 
board it will establish such sanitary meth- 
Ods of segregation and institute such a sys- 
tem oft surveillance among both the whites 
and the blacks that the number Of Cases of

File Sensational Petition 
Seeking to Set Aside the 
Will of Their Father. 


Suit has been filed in the: superior 
court by John K. and R. E. 


late Anthony Murphy, one of Atlanta's 
pioneer citizens, who died some four 


years ago, leaving an estate valued at |= 


approximately $600,000. John E. Mc- 
Celland represents the plaintiffs. 

The allegations in the suit are sen- 
sational. Fraud is alleged, and the inti- 
mate details of a family discord are 
disclosed in the petition. The suit is 
brought against Mrs. Adelia R, Mur- 
phy, the widow, and mother of the 


two plaintiffs, and their brothers and}

sisters, Mrs. Kate Sciple, 
FE. Tanner, Mrs. Boykin Robinson, 
New York, and Charles C. Murphy. 

Thefgpetition sets forth the allega- 
tion that the will of the late Anthony 
Murphy, which was probated, left the 
sum of $2,000 for J. K. Murphy, while 
nothing was left to R. E. Mur- 
phy; that, in point of fact, the 
instrument was not a legal will, 
and that the discovery has been made 
in the last thirty days that it had been 
altered with the intention of defraud- 
ing the petitioners out of their just 
deserts. 

Petitioners state that they were so 
worried over their father’s death that 
they did not examine the will care- 
fully, and not until the past thirty 
days did they make the discovery that 
it had been altered. Shortly after the 
will was read John K. Murphy and 
R. E. Murphy were importuned not to 
bring suit, the petition states, and a 
compromise was reached, they receiv- 
ing $30,000. 

Specific charges against Charles C. 
Murphy are sensational. They are as 
follows: 

“That the will as set up and pro- 
bated has been altered, changed and 
made null and void, being a collection 
of sundry papers put together for the 
purpose of defrauding petitioners. 

“Charles C. Murphy and other 
heirs,” it continues, “are now living 
in luxury and ease on what is right- 
fully due petitioners. 

“Charles C. Murphy has practically 
the entire management of the property 
and is committing waste, living an 
idle and profligate life, and holds him- 
self aloof from petitioners, absolutely 
ignoring that they are of the same 

lood. 

“He has poisoned the mind of the 
mother, and now refuses to speak to 
your petitioners.” 

The petitioners estimate the value 
of the property left by their father to 
be $400,000 in real estate and $100,000 
in stocks and bonds. Their share, 
they claim, is $166,666.66. 

John K. Murphy was seen shortly 
after the filing of the suit, but declined 
to discuss any of the details. 

“The matter is entirely in the hands 
of my attorneys,” was all he would 
say.

BUYING OF WHEAT 
FOR EXPORT TRADE 


This Enabled the Wheat 
| Market to Recover—Closed_ 
Unchanged to a Shade Ad- 
vance. 


4—It took but a 
irumor of export sales today to give 
‘the wheat market a complete recovery. 
Although there was an easy feeling 
‘at the close, quotations, which had 
been depressed nearly all day, wound 
‘up about the same as the night before, 
|1-8 off to a shade advance. Corn fin- 
‘ished 5-8 down to 1-8 up, oats be 
1-4 loss'and provisions dearer by 12 1- 
to 30. 

After the last gong had _ cleared 
wheat traders from the pit, the fact 
was disclosed that seaboard exporters 
‘really had been buying hard winter 
wheat here. The amount purchased, 
/however, did not seem of any conse- 
‘quence except for the moral effect in 
‘giving renewed courage to the bull 
side of the market. Indeed, some spec- 
‘ulators were inclined to regard as of 
more importance the fact that country 
‘mills in the northwest were active 
buyers at the big terminal elevators 
in Minneapolis. Assurance that the 
cold wave in the winter crop region 
; would not result in serious damage 
was what chiefly put the bears in con- 
‘trol at the outset. Excellent authori- 
ities went on record with the asser- 
‘tion that the fall-sown grain -had 
reached a stage of root development, 
iwhich would enable the plant to un- 
'dergo exceptionally unfavorable con- 
ditions, freezing included. 

To some extent, corn rallied with 
,; wheat, but not enough to overcome 
) entirely the effects of an early break, 
; due to ideal weather for shelling and 
; hauling. Shippers continued to re- 
| port that re-sellers east were offering 
‘corn lower than it would cost if laid 
| down from here. 
| There was a big trade in oats, which 
lsold at the lowest prices so far this 
season. Owing to big stocks here and 
elsewhere longs were free sellers until 
other grain began to rally. 

Provisions showed decided strength, 
'mainly the result of higher prices for 
hogs. It was pointed out also that 
'stocks of cut meats in the west were 
small compared with last year, and 
that packing for the week was like- 
wise a laggard.

| FAILURES IN JANUARY 
AS REPORTED BY DUN 


While some increase In the business mor- 
tality of this country is to be expected 
during January. the failure record for last 
month was particularly adverse in respect 
to the sum of money involved. Total com- 
mereial defaults, as reported toR.G. Dun & 
Co.. were 1.857 in number and supplied 
liabilities of no less then $39.374.347, 
against 1.814 in 1913 for $22,972,769, 1,897 
for $19.779,530 two years ago, 1.663 for 
$24,090,649 in 1911 and 1,510 in 1910, when 
the amount was $32,015,754. From a nu- 
merical standpoint. the comparison with 
1913 was fairly satisfactory and there were 
40 fewer insolvencies than in 1912; but, 
owing to several reverses of exceptional 
size, the indebtedness was swelled far above 
normal.

striking features of last 
was the unusual number 
of large failures, there having been 48 for 
$190.000 or more, with Habilities of $22,- 
$64.095. This compared with 28 similar de- 
fauits in the preceding year for $7,606,025,

in 1911 and 38 in 1910, when the 
involved was $20,076,705. After 
eliminating the insolvencies of exceptional 
size there remained 1,809 smaller sus- 
pensions, and the aggregate indebtedness of 
these was $16,.908,252—an average of $9,347. 
In January, 1913, the number of failures 
for less than, $100,000 was 1,876 and the 
liabilities were $15,366,744, the average be- 
ing $8,604. The average for 1912, 1911 and 
19190 was in excess of $8,000, but was con- 
siderablv below that figure in all the other 
years back to 1900. 

Both in number and amount, last month’s 
insolvencies were in excess 
years, a total of 407 for 
%16.780,939 comparing with 395 for $8,762.- 
857 in 19138, $74 for $5.804,353 in 1912, 364 
for $9,243,380 in 1911 and but 325 in 1910. 
when the liabilities were $8,679,469. In 
number of manufacturing suspensions for 
$100,000 or over the January record shows 
a decided increase, there having been no 
fewer than 27 such reverses for a total of 
$12,082,522, thus leaving an average of 
$12,364 for the 380 remaining smaller jn- 
solvencies. This contrasts with an average 
of $9,124 in the previous year, but is slight- 
lv lower than the $12,825 reported in 1912 
Otherwise, however, the average is higher 
than in any previous January since 1900 
Analysis of the m: inufacturing failures ac. 
cording to occupation shows that there 
were fewer defaults than last year in 7 
of the 15 different classifications, while in 
cottons no change occurred. The best ex- 
hibit was made by milling and bakers, 
with a numerical reduction of 11, but in 
clothing and millinery and hats and furs 
there were increases of 17 and 16 in- 
solvencies, respectively. As to the gum @& 
money involved, the liabilities were lighter 
in 7 branches of business, but én some lines 
the indebtedness was distorted by several 
failures of unusual size, notably in the 
miscellaneous group, and also in lumber, 
carpenters, etc.

SEIZE GOVERNMENT 


President Billinghurst Cap- 


tured and Will Be Exiled. 
Effort to Reform Finances 
Caused the Revolution. 


ima, Peru, February 4.—The presi- 
dent of the republic of Peru, Guillermo 
Billinghurst, was taken prisoner today 
by the military revolutionists. 

‘president Billinghurst was iater 
taken by the rebels as a prisoner to 
Callac, from which port he will be sent 
into exile in a foreign country. 

The rebels suddenly attacked the 
presidential palace this morning under 
the leadership of Colonel Benavides. 
General Enrique Varela, premier and 
minister of war, was killed in the fight 


which ensued. 

“pr. Augusto Durand, a former reévo-~ 
~utionary leader whose arrest was 
sought by the police yesterday, took 
possession of the palace. It is general- 
ly believed that he will at once organ- 
ize a new government. 

The attack on the palace began at 
4:30 o'clock in the morning. Thousands 
of inhabitants of Lima dashed into the 
streets alarmed by the firing. 

Squads of soldiers were ordered to 
fire volleys into the air in order to 
prevent the formation of crow4s in the 
streets and by this method they kept 
the panic-stricken people moving from 
place to place. In the vicinity of San 
Pedro church a civilian bystander was 


killed by a bullet. 

Great alarm prevails throughout the 
city. Banks and stores were closed 
today and private houses barricaded. 
The street cars, however, began run- 
ning before noon. 

Cause of Revolution. 

Peru’s sudden revolutionary trouble 
is due principally to President Billing- 
hurst’s efforts to place the finances of 
this country on a sound basis. His 
plans for doing this involved the 
strictest economies proved unpopular, 
particularly among officeholders 
whose salaries and estimates were re- 
duced. 

At the end of last year congress reé- 
fused to vote the budget and President 
Hillinghurst issued a decree declaring 
the old estimates in forve until the end 
of 1914. Petitions from many prov- 
inces were presented to the president, 
asking for the dissolution of congress, 
hut all the political parties opposed 
this step as unconstitutional. 

President Billinghurst is the son of 
an Englishman, but wae born in Peru. 
His mother was a Peruvian. He is 
about 55 years old. In 1868 his father 
was drowned in a tidal wave. Young 
Billinghurst was educated in Peruvian 
schools and was a brilliynt student. He 
wrote several books in ais early man- 
hood. He took an active part in the 
war between Peru and Chile and later 
hecame mayor of Lima, the capital. He 
became president in September, 1912. 

Dr. Augusto Durand, who today 
seized the government, has led several 
revolutions in Peru. He fought against 
President Pado in 1908 and against 
President Leguia in 1909. After his 
followers had surrendered in the latter 
vear Dr. Durand escaped to Chile, but 
returned to Peru later and continued 
conspiring against the government. Dr. 
Durand was generally supposed to be 
the leader of the agitation against 
President Billinghurst. 


Washington Surprised. 


Washington, February 4.—The mili- 
tary uprising in Peru, with the arrest 
of President Billinghurst, came as a 
complete surprise to, officials and 
+ diplomatic authorities here, recent ad- 
vices having given no indication of 
serious unrest. 

President Billinghurst’s message to 
the Peruvian congress appeared to pre- 
sent an exceptionally favorable condi- 
tion of affairs, following a long period 
of depression due to Peru's loss of her 
nitrate lands to Chile. 

It is expected that when official ad- 
vices of the revolt are received the 
American government may have pre- 
sented the question of its attitude to a 
revolutionary government set up by 
force. 

At the outset of the present admin- 
istration warning was given that 
recognition would be given only to 
governments founded on law and order.

Washington, February 4.—“You have 
hit the bull’s-eye, but it’s the wrong 
target,” Seth Low, president of the Na- 
tional Civic federation, told the house 
judiciary committee today, discussing 
pending trust bills. The definitions of 
forbidden. combinations proposed, he 
said, would include labor unions, farm- 


preliminary rate conferences by rail- 
way traffic agents now approved by 
the interstate commerce commission. 

Labor men were entitled to combine 
for better wages or hours, Mr. Low 
said, although combinations such as 
boycotts which affected interstate 
trade should be forbidden. 

Representative Carlin called Mr. 
Low’s attention to a pending bill 
which would exempt labor unions and 
farmers. 

The Sherman law now gives ample 
authority for restriction of wnfair 
combinations, Mr. Low thought, and he 
feared efforts to define its prohibitions 
would weaken it. 

Mr. Low suggested also that. the 
labor exemptions be made broad 
enough to include employers’ agree- 
ments with men. 

Louis D. Brandeis told the house 
commerce committee that commercial 
crimes were an effect, not a cause, and 
that legislation should prevent of- 
fenses, as it would be difficult to fix 
the personal guilt.

HE'D BAR REMARRIAGE. 
‘TO DIVORCED PERSONS 


Senator Rensdall Proposes an 
Amendment to Constitution 
to Check Divorce Evil. 


Washington, February 4.—Divorce 
with the right to remarry would be 
prohibited forever in the United States 
and in all places under the nation’s ju- 
risdiction by an amendment to the fed- 
eral constitution proposed in the sen- 
ate today by Senator Randsell, of 
Louisiana. Enactment of uniform 
marriage laws for all states and terri- 
tories, with provision for separation 
without permission to remarry, would 
be directed by the amendment. 

With the states of the union grant- 
ing more than twice as many divorces 
as all the rest of Christendom com- 
bined, Senator Ransdell told his col- 
leagues that the time had come for 
the nation itself to put down this men- 
ace to “the chief bulwark of society, 
the home—the maker of good citizens 
and the model on which every wise 
government is founded.” 

“The remedy by constitutional pro- 
hibition is drastic,” said the senator, 
“but the malady is so fatal that nothing 
short of it will prove efficacious. In 
the United States divorce is spreading 
with alarming rapidity. It has perme- 
ated every walk of life, and is preva- 
lent among every class of people. 


Increase of Divorce Evil. 


“The total number of divorces in 
1867, was 9,937, or 27 per 100,000 pop- 
ulation. Forty years tater, in 1906, 
there were 72,062 divorces, or 86 per 
100,000; thus, in actual numbers there 
were more than seven times as many 
divorces granted in 1906, as in 1867, or 
allowing for the increased population, 
divorce had increased 319 per cent. 

“If divorces multiply at the same 

rate in the future as in the past—and 
there is every indication that they will 
increase faster—than before the mid- 
dle of this century, we will have an- 
United States 275 di- 
vorces per 100,000 population, or one 
ivorce for every five marriages. 
“If the United States were to write in 
the constitution an amendment prohibit- 
ing absolute divorce, it would not be 
taking such aradical step as might at 
first be thougnt, but would be follow- 
ing a beaten path. Our own state of 
South Carolina—all honor to her—for- 
bids divorce. It is absolutely prohib- 
ited in Italy, Spain, and to two-thirds 
of the population of Austria-Hungary, 
while Brazil, Peru, Chile and others 
have similar laws. 


Trend of Divorce. 


“While many excellent people are 
divorced and some of them make new 
homes, the inevitable trend of ‘divorce 
is to break up many more homes than 
it builds up, and to materially reduce 
the number ef children. When mar- 
riage is dissolved the true homes 
cease to exist, the parents and the chil- 
dren are separated, and the sweet ties 
that bind father and mother to their 
offspring, and to each other, are 
broken forever. 

“As long as the Romans of old 
looked upon marriage as sacred, and 
held the sanctity of the home invio- 
late, their arms were invulnerable, and 
Rome became mistress of the world. 
But with the accumulation of colossal 
wealth came great laxity of morals; 
marriage became a jest, and child- 
bearing a useless burden. The luxuri- 
ant Romans lostall respect for female 
chastity; the heroic virtues of their 
early years were forgotten, and the 
empire fell, the victim of luxury and 
disregard for the binding effects of 
marriage.

Washington, February 4.—‘“This bill 
attempts to Russianize America; it 
would establish a censorship over the 
press by the postmaster general. Amer- 
ican newspapers will not tolerate it.” 
This was the comment of Senator 
Hitchcock to fellow members of the 
senate banking and currency commit- 
tee today at the opening of hearing on 
the stock exchange regulation bill, of- 
fered by Chairman Owen. 

Samuel Untermyer, of New York, who 
said he had much to do with drawing 
the bill, appeared to support it and 
Senator Hitchcock’s protest was made 
during his examination. 

The bill provides for 
mails to stock exchanges which vio- 
late restrictions imposed by the meas- 
ure, and would require the incorpora- 
tion of stock exchanges under state 
laws. 

Senator Hitchcock declared the meas- 
ure was an attempt to take from the 
states powers and duties which peresy 
were domestic and in no sense federal. 
He asserted that the wording of the 
bill would give the postmaster general 
absolute supervision of news concern- 
ay stock exchanges which papers out- 
side of the cities where exchanges were 
located wished to print. 


Limited Power Given. 


Mr. Untermyer insisted the power 
given the postmaster general was lim- 
ited; that only transactions of a fraud- 
ulent character would be barred from 
the mails. . 

“The press always has been jealous 
of the postoffice privileges,” he said, 
“fearing regulations some time might 
reach to Hbelous matters.” 

“As a newspaper man, I take excep- 
tion to that statement,” said Senator 
Hitchcock. “The papers only resist 
an attempt to place in the hands of 
any one man the power to censor pub- 
lications. The freedom of the press is 
a fundamental principle of otr govern- 
ment.” 

Senator Nelson attacked the Dill as 
not sufficiently drastic. “You do not 
go to the root of the evil,” he said. “I 
think it is in the listing of stocks. 
That is what you should seek to con- 
trol. That is the great power of these 
exchanges—the ees to place wildcat 
stocks on their lists.” 

Mr. Untermyer insisted that the pro- 
vision requiring a public statement of 
the affairs and responsibility of listed 
corporations, served much the same 
purpose. : 

“You've got infected with the Wall 
street spirit,’’ remarked Senator Nel- 
son. “You've scotched the snake, but 
you haven’t killed it.’’ 


Reasons for Regulating. 


Reasons for incorporating and regu- 
lating exchanges were summarized by 
Mr. Untermyer as follows: ; 

“To prevent and punish the practice 
of frauds upon the public through 
manipulation, matched orders, wash 
sales and like fictitious transactions 
by means which apparent values are 
created for securities tn the world’s 
market. 

“To secure complete publicity of the 
profits of bankers, brokers and inter- 
mediaries in the flotation of companies 
and the exposure of all the salaries, 
commissions and other profits of offi- 
cers and directors, thruugh the control 
of the department of the exchanges for 
the listing of securities and to prevent 
securities; that have once been listed 
from being stricken from the list 
without notice and the right of re- 
view.” 

Mr. Untermyer declared that he had 
never heard any plausible argument 
against according the necessary power 
to discover illegitimate practices of ex- 
changes through access to books of the 
members. 

Mr. Untermyer contended the best 
element in the exchanges should wel- 
come the proposed legislation.

For that 
reason I had already pictured a live 
town in my mind before I arrived in 
Atlanta, but I never imagined I would 
find as hustling a town as this. One 
has but to ride a block or two on one 
of your main business streets to feel 
the great pulse of a city.’ 

Mr. Ingersol was equally as enthu- 
Silastic in his praise of Atlanta. He 
was especially interested in the 
Strength of the Atlanta 
board. 

“This organization,” he said, “should 
stand in the minds of your people as 
the highest type of fair dealing.”

Washington, February 4.—The Bur- 
nett immigration bill, prescribing a lit- 
eracy test for applicants for admission 


to the United States, was passed by 
the house this afternoon by a vote of 
241 to 126. All proposed amendments 
refating to the exclusion of Asiatic im- 
migrants previously had been elimi- 
nated. 

As the bill passed it provides that 
every immigrant admitted to the 
United States must be able to read 
“the English language or some other 
language or dialect. including Hebrew 
oP Yiddish.” - It prescribes the method 
of, testi immigrants, providing that 
each applicant for admission must read 
a slip on which is printed between 
thirty and forty words.

Prof. W. S. Scarbrough Em- 
phasizes Necessity of In- 


dustrial Training. 


Professor W. 8. Scarbrough, of Wil- 
‘ berforce, Ohio, who is considered the 
best educated negro in the country, 
addressed the bishops of the African 
Methodist Episcopal church and the 
members of the educational board last 
night, at the Morris Brown university, 
on “The Mission of the Educated Ne- 
gro.”’ 

Professor Scarbrough is the only 
negro who has written a Greek text 
book. He was born in Macon, Ga., and 
graduated from the Atlanta univer- 
sity, and later 
courses in European universities. 

In his address he emphasized the 
need of industrial training of the ne- 
gro to fit him for usefulness in his 
place in the world’s progress. 

“In face of this great need for in- 
' dustrial education to fit the negro for 
his place in life,” he said, “it was not 
proper to lose sight of the great bene- 
fits the race would derive from higher 
education. We all know,” said ro- 
fessor Scarbgough, “that learning and 
labor travel*hand in hand, with em- 
phasis on the former. For it is through 
the negro’s being elevated to a higher 
plane of thought that he will ever ac- 
quire any appreciable amount of sue- 
cess, and command a respectable po- 
sition in life. . 

“The race must be left free as air,” 
continued Professor Scarbrough, “to 
| take on the higher education, to make 
|its own choice. It cannot be thrust 
{upon it.”

Concluding, “We must join hands to 
build for the days we may not see. 
We who stand on the hill of life facing 
its west windows, but who purpose to 
battle to the end for the future, let us 
be strong. The hard fight will win for

VETERAN POLICEMAN 
ANSWERS LAST CALL 


William C. Duke, well-known police- 
man, who for thirty years served on 
the Atlanta force, died Wednesday 
morning at 6:30 o’clock at his resi- 
dence, 270 Glenn street, after a few 
weeks’ illness. He was 64 years old, 
and had for the past two years been 
a pensioner of the department 

During his long service Mr. Duke ex- 
‘perienced the real dangers of a patrol- 
man’s life, being injured several times 
in executing his duties. Twenty-four 
years ago, while arresting a negro at 
the corner of Georgia avenue and 
Pryor street, he was cut ten times, 
and during the following weeks that 
he was laid up from the wounds he 
was not expected to live.

The 
arm was bound about the head until 
the grafting was complete. his con- 
sumed about two weeks, when suffi- 
cient adherence. having taken place, 
the lip section was severed from the 
arm and the lip shaped. 

The same procedure was followed 
in the upper lip treatment, a section of 
the arm flesh being grafted across the 
upper gum and the arm strapped to 
Allien’s head and shoulder until this 
section, too, had taken hold. 

When Allen accumulates sufficient 
strength for another operation, the 
surgeons will try to build him a new 
nose. It is planned to cut away a 
piece of healthy cartilage from one of 
the ribs at the juncture with the 
breast bone, shape it in the form of a 
nose, with the nostril openings, and 
insert in place of the missing organ.
